SUA SPONTE 
DECISION WITHDRAWING HOLDING OF 
ABANDONMENT 



This is a decision, sua sponte, withdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely file a response to the Final Office 
action mailed on March 11, 2003. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 12, 2004. 

A review of the written record indicates that a Final Office action was mailed on March 11, 2003 
setting a three-month shortened statutory period for reply. The review also reveals that a 
response was filed on June 11, 2003 in response to the Office action mailed on March 11, 2003. 
The review further reveals that a Request for Continued Examination, a Preliminary Amendment 
and a Petition for Extension of Time for two months was filed on July 31, 2003, but neither was 
matched with the application file prior to the mailing of the Notice of Abandonment. The 
examiner held the application to be abandoned based on applicant's failure to timely reply to the 
March 11, 2003 Final Office action. 

The Request for Continued Examination, the Preliminary Amendment and the Petition for 
Extension of Time for two months was a timely response to the March 11, 2003 Final Office 
action, therefore the abandonment of the application was premature. The application was not 
abandoned in fact. 

For the above stated reason, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated and the holding of 
abandonment withdrawn. The application is restored to pending status.
